The  fabulous  effeds  aferibed  to  the  harps  have  brought  the  public  to  affodatc  the 
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idea  of  mean  talents  an^ 
vanity  to  the  name,  and  the  fi^nal  effects 
once  produced  by  poetry  are  now  no 
longer  to  be  ex[>eded  in  our  times.  But 
the  poets  are  not  now  founders  or  legif- 
lators  of  ftates;  their  works  produce  in 
filence  very  extenlive  and  falutary  effe^s 
on  the  charaders  of  men:  they  cherift 
the  fentiments  of  virtue,  gencrolity  and 
courage;  to  many  they  fill  up  hours, 
which  would  be  refigned  to  langtior,  per- 
hap!»  to  f»)lly ;  but  above  all,  they  form 
the  mind  in  the  earlicft  part  of  life  to  a 
lively  apprehenfion  of  w'hat  is  excellent 
and  what  is  bean’iful,  while  the  Icene  a- 
roui  d  prefents  only  what  is  fordid  and 
mean,  or  at  leaft  unintcrefting.  On  all 
lhe<e  accounts  great  poets  arc  dcfcrvcdly 
honoured ;  and  no  lets  juftly  are  the  bad, 
or  even  the  middling  poets  ncgleded  or 
contemned,  for  obtruding  on  the  public 
eye  their  feeble  produdions.They  ingrofs, 
by  novelty  alone,  that  time  and  attention 
which  were  better  employed  on  writers 
of  the  ftrli  clafs.  If  they  do  not  corrupt 
the  virtue  of  their  readers,  they  debafe 
their  tafte,  and  beguile  them  of  a  higher 
amufement,  which  ofcourfc  they  would 
have  fought,  and  would  not  have  fought 
in  vain,  among  the  real  maftersof  this 
art.  There  is  one  fmall  poem  in  the 
Englifh  language  which  difplays  all  the 
beauty  and  various  energies  of  this  art 
within  a  very  narrow  compafs.  The 
Ode  on  St  Cecilia’s  Day  would  alone  in¬ 
title  Mr  Dryden  to  Horace’s  charader  of 
a  good  poet.

ESSAY  VI. 

Q/'Eloquemcb. 

rr  is  with  wonder  and  aftoninimcnt  we 
contemplate  the  produflions  of  the 
antients:  they  have  excelled  in  alf  the  fine 
arts,  of  fomc  of  which  the  moderns  feem 
to  have  lofi  even  the  very  firfi  principles. 
Thus  the  ruins  ofHercu1aneum,and  thofe 
grand  veftiges  of  architecture  at  Rome, 
w’hich  have  fortunrtely  tfcaped  the 
'wreck  of  time,  and  the  ravages  of  rude 
barbarians,,  fiiew  a  perfection  which  mo¬ 
dern  artilts  have  been  incapable  of  at¬ 


taining.  In  other  refpeCts  indeed  wc 
have  tqUaTTbd  or  even  furpalTed  the  an¬ 
tients.  The  mufes  glory  n«)t  more  in  the 
works  of  Homer  and  Virgil  than  in  tfiofc 
of  the  immortal  Milton,  The  name  of 
Newton  will  ever  command  refpeCt  when 
even  Archimedes  himielf  muft  hide  bis 
diminiit)ed  liead.  But  in  one  art  anti¬ 
quity  is  firppofed  to  have  no  rival  in  n>o- 
dern  days:  I  mean  the  art  of  tl.iquencej 
an  art  of  all  others  the  bell  calculated 
excite  the  palfims  and  controul  the  will 
of  man.  Nal  nraf  language,  for  the  mone 
e.xpreflive,  confpires  with  artificial  to 
cffcCt  its  purpofes;  and  t>f  all  human  en- 
.dowments,  that  of  eltquercc  fiands  m 
the  fiift  rank  of  praife.  This  being  al¬ 
lowed,  to  what  canfe  th(  n  (hall  we  alcribe 
its  id  vifible  decline  among  the  moderns: 
not  to  any  aCtual  infirmity  of  natural  ta¬ 
lents;  for  the  natural  genius  of  mankind 
has  been  nearly  the  fame  in  all  ages  and 
in  all  countries;  in  Europe  and  America^ 
in  the  age  of  Augufius  and  t;f  George 
•III.  Have  the  mwVrni  then  regarded 
eloquence  a^  unworthy  of  their  purfuit? 
This  cannot  be  alledgefl ;  and  if  it  collide 
the  contempt  of  fo  divine  an  art  uouVd 
imply  an  imputation  more  diflH>rHHirable 
than  their  want  of  fuccefs.  Nor  have 
fubjeCts  been  wanting  on  wtiich  the  ta¬ 
lents  of  the  orator  might  be  properly  di(* 
played  Philips,  and  Anthonya,  and  Oh 
talines  have  appeared,  but  Ciceros  and 
•Demofthenes’s  have  not  ariien.  The 
fuppreflion  of  eh'qucnce  for  many  ages 
is  accounted  for  from  the  civil  iiiftofy  of 
mankind. 

Tlie  diflblution  of  the  republic  of 
Rome  was  fncceeded  by  the  defpotic 
reigns  of  emperors,  vvhofc  lives  were  a 
difgrace  to  humanity;  all  law  then  oon- 
fifted  in  the  will  of  the  tyrant,  and  Ro¬ 
mans,  whofe  anceftors  had  been  the 
rulers  of  the  world,  tamely  fiibrnitted  to 
wear  the  ignominious  yoke  of  a  Nero  or 
Hcliogabalus.  The  fla very  of  the  body, 
and  the  extirpation  of  the  civil  rights  ef 
mankind,  gradually  paved  the  way  for 
the  more  intolerable  bond  tgeof  the  men¬ 
tal  faculties;  ruperfiition  foon  began  to 
lord  it  over  theconfciences  of  men,  and 
canon  law  and  fcholaftic  theology  pre- 
va  led,  to  the  ruin,  of  all  arts  and  fcienccs. 
Arifiotle  became  the  fegiflator  in  philo- 
fophy,  and  his  works  were  held  as  the 
only  true  guides  through  its  labyrinths.

Iniic.ul  of  yielding  allif- 
t.ncc  to  iln  effo.  s  of  tilt  underftaiuling, 
it  loon  forged  ch.tliiN  ft>r  the  judgment 
and  imagniation,  and  it  mny  oe  tjnri- 
tn.ned  whelher  it  w  is  inoie  ihecaii.e  or 
Alii.ei  of  the  ignorance  of  the  middle 
agi-j-. 

Hut  many  oi  the  arts  and  fcienceshave 
been  recalled  to  life,  and  the  .a^'cmrs  of 
the  lilt  and  prefeni  eenturief  have  carried 
them  to  a  pitcn  of  perfection  ur.knovvn 
to  the  ant.eiUs.  Why  Ihtii  has  elo¬ 
quence  fli.oetl  another  fate?  Why  has 
it  not  icvivcd  with  th.c  fame  fpiendour? 
The  princivial  caules  v.f  tins  we  appre¬ 
hend  mull  Ik‘  fought  f.ii  in  the  p.ilitica] 
conftilution  nf  EuM*)>e.  Or  ali  its  po- 
Jilhed  nations,  linlain  ah  ne  is  in  pof- 
fefl'u-n  ot  that  tree  and  popular  govern¬ 
ment,  w  here  clc/qiiencc  might  be  expeCt- 
^d  toflourilh.  But  even  here  lircic  are 
circumfiaiiees  which  retard  its  growth. 
The  cofiftKution  o:  inir  couits  of  judica¬ 
ture  the  confulion  r.f  the  coir mon  law, 
and  the  cornyUx  fabric  rd  the  Erglilii 
cckIc,  are  leis  lavninabL  than  tiie  liinpic 
jurifprudence  i  f  the  antieuis,  to  the  oper- 
atiors  of  a  fpir.red  and  mardy  el'>quciH  e. 
The  vaiiety  of  Itatutcs,  which  are  often 
contradiClt)ry,  and  to  geneially  dinerent 
from  what  the  naoiral  ienfc  of  jnlfice 
woii'd  dictate,  m  ift  exclude  the  htglieO: 
eitbrts  iroin  the  Fngiiili  bar.  Among 
the  ant  lent  s  no  we  may  obleive,  that 
jud’cial  pleading  wa.  not  a  mercenary 
occupation,  ano  fame  and  honour  were 
the  .'-nly  rewards  of  the  orator  for  ma¬ 
naging  a  client’*-  cante.  But  the  pleaders 
in  our  courts,  aulhori led  by  the  cufti.m, 
and  even  by  the  maxlnis  (.»f  their  pre- 
fclhon,  appear  with  equal  falisfaCtion  for 
cither  t'^trty,  and  declaim  with  ama/ing 
contidence  agamft  the  conviction  of  their 
own  minds.  Thus  modern  oratory,  by 
becoming  venal  and  pu>ltiiiited,  lofe-  at 
once  its  dignity  and  its  force,  ard  our 
belt  deeUimers  arc  led  by  their  daily 
practice  to  be  the  patrons  of  ahiurdities, 
•which  no  man  of  genius  Ihoiild  deign  to 
defend.  This  habit,  abiwe  ail  others, 
diforders  the  fprings  of  eluquenee,  by  vi¬ 
tiating  the  natural  candour  of  the  ini' 
man  heait.  The  influence  of  ihefe  caules 
which  prevails  among  our  lawvers  at  the 
b..i,is  tianfukd  in  fomedegree  to  tlic 
fenate,  and  great  national  debates  arc 
managed  by  the  fame  fophiltry,  and  oiten 


by  the  fame  man.  The  inciimbrancer, 
however,  are  not  invincible,  and  it  is  ra¬ 
ther  ill  the  leiiate  than  at  the  bar,  that 
Britons  mull  exptCt  the  refurreCtion  of 
the  antient  Ipirit  Occalioual  eflbrts  have 
been  matle  with  jnofi  torlunate  fuecefs, 
and  orat.ons  have  been  pronounced  in 
both  h  »ufes  v;f  parliament  which  would 
not  have  difgraced  the  Greek  or  Roman 
name.  'I'here  is  at  Icaft  one  man  *  w'ho 
has  deinoiifiratcd  to  his  country  the 
polfibility  ofthcir  anproaching  the  moft 
perfect  Itandard,  and  leems  himlelf  to 
want  but  the  lanCtimi  of  time  to  place 
him  on  a  level  with  ihc  molt  accompliih- 
td  orator  of  antiquity.  .

7 "HIS  queflitni  has  been  managed  un- 
lairly;  for,  in  all  otner  animals, 
llu  y  l  ike  it  up  as  a  faCt,  bv  (.bfervuig 
wnai  the  ^animal  chiifes*,  ’out  they  tell 
us,  mian’s  rtalon  leads  him  altray.  For 
ir.y  pari,  I  conceive  little  in  this  argu- 
n.ent;  fur  if,  in  thole  countries  where 
no  prejudice  of  cnfii  m  ptevails,  1  fee 
people  li\e  promifeuoufly  on  both,  I 
conclude  Nature  has  ileiigned  both  for 
them;  and,  indeed  when  we  examine 
the  ftruCture  of  man’s  body,  his  teeth, 
florrach,  and  inteHines  we  find  Nature 
ha.^  dehgiied  him  for  a  mixed  aliment. 
IK  lias  denies  iucifivl  canlni^  like 
the  carnivorous;  and  a  d- uble  tow' of 
grinders,  like  tlic  graminivorous  Hi» 
ft('ntach  approaches  to  that  of  the  carni¬ 
vorous  animals,  and  his  inteftines  in  a 
middle  belwecn  both,  n«‘t  io  long  as  the. 
phytovori  us,  but  net  fo  Ihort  as  the  car- 
tiivorons  animals.  But  1  would  truft 
more  to  inflinCt  producing  practice,  ab- 
IliaCted  fia  m  artificial  opinions;  and  in 
thefe  cafes  w'e  find  llie  nle  t>f  animals 
and  vegetables  pr^  mifcuoiifly.  The  Py- 
thag.»reans,  and  llit  ii*  modern  imitators 
the  Biachmans, lived  on  vegetables  merc- 
Iv  from  prejudice  of  opinion;  and  we 
need  not  heed  thofe  niythologifts,  who 
tell  Us  that  man  at  fiift  lived  on  vege¬ 
tables,  as  their  accounts  are  not  founded 
on  fact.  They  are  opp4)ied  by  this,  that 
that  ihere  arc  many  nations  ftill  in  a 
crude  Hale,  and  whom  luxury  has  not

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yet  perverted,  wh;!  are  fo  f  ir  from  living 
cm  rood,  fjom  climate, 

tin )’ arc  oidigtd  to  live  preity  imirely 
oji  a'dfnalb;  and  the  (fate  of  the  hunter 
a  .d  ihenherd  i-  more  fi;np!e,  and  more 
anti  i.t,  than  that  of  the  farmer  or  gaf- 
il-i'er. 

W’th  regard  to  the  effefts  of  thefe 
f  )odo  i.n  m.  r.,  I  would  ailedge,  there  are 
n'Mie  wh  )  live  iiitirely  <‘n  vegetables, 
and  he  Pyh  igoreans  themfelves  eat 
nvlV;  ar.d  thofe  wno  do  fo  moftly,  as 
tilt  P'v  Thagoreans  above- mentiontd,  are 
wtiKiy,  licklv,  and  meagre,  labtaiiing 
ii’  dcr  a  coi'ffant  diavi  boe  i,  and  feveral 
ct  r.cr  d'feafts.  None  of  the  hardy,  ro¬ 
ll  'it,  lab  rit.us  live  on  thef*,  but  chiefly 
fu  ‘h  ir.  gam  a  livelihood  by  the  exertion 
of  he  I  mental  faculties,  as,  :n  the  Eaft- 
In  les,  fnicfors  and  hrok  rs;  and  this 
m  thod  of  life  is  now  confined  to  the  hid 
ch-nates,  where  ve>fe*able  diet,  w’ithout 
ineoiivenience,  mav  be  carried  to  great 
cx.*rf».  Though  it  be  granted,  therefore, 
Ih  u  man  ia  intended  to  live  on  thete  dif- 
fctent  toods  promifonoufly,  yet  the  ve¬ 
getable  fliouid  lie  in  very  great  propor¬ 
tion.  7'hus  the  Laplanders  are  laid  to 
live  iiiiirriy  on  animal  food;  bnt  this  is 
c  nitradicfed  by  the  belt  accounts:  for 
L  niiTus  lays,  that  befides  milk,  which 
tl  ey  takt  four,  to  obvi  ite  the  bad  effedts 
of  animal  food,  they  life  alfo  c.dia,  me- 
Tiy  in  hea,  and  many  other  plants  co- 
jiioull  '.  So  there  is  no  inftance  of  any 
nation  living  intirely  either  on  vegetable 
or  animal  food,  tfumgn  there  are  indeed 
who  live  particularly  on  one  or  other  in 
the  greatefl  proportion.  In  the  cold 
count: ies,  the  inhabitants  live  chiefly 
on  animal  food,  on  account  of  the  ri¬ 
gour  of  the  fcalon,  their  Imalltr  perfpi- 
ration,  and  little  tendency  to  putrefac- 
ticQ. 

Of  more  importance  is  the  following 
than  the  former  queftion,  viz.  In  •vohat 
proportion  nnimal and  vegetable  ought 
to  he  mixed  Firit,  I  lhall  obferve,  that 
W'hen  I  fpeak  of  animal  or  vegetable 
foods  here,  I  mean  thofe  foods  given  in 
grt  at  proportion.  To  go  on,  then  ;  ani¬ 
mal  food  gives  moft  ftrength  to  the  fyf- 
tem.  It  is  a  known  anhorifm  of  San^to- 
rius,  that  pondus  addit  rohur^  which 
may  be  explained  from  the  implction  of 
the  blood  veflels,  and  giving  a  proper 
degree  of  tenfion  for  the  performance  of 
itrong  ofcillations.  Now,  animal  food 
not  only  goes  a  greater  way  in  fupplying 
fluid,  but  alfo  makes  the  fluid  more  denfe 


and  elaflic.  The  art  of  giving  the  ut- 
11. oft  ftrength  to  the  fylttin,  is  bdt  un¬ 
de:  Itood  by  those  who  breed  hghting 
cocks.  I'iiefe  people  railc  the  cticki 
to  a  ceitain  weight,  which  mull  bear  a 
certain  prop,>rti()n  to  the  other  parts  of 
the  lylUm,  and  which,  at  the  ame  time, 
is  lo  nivcly  pr.  portioned,  as  that,  on 
luliiig  H  few  t'unces  of  it,  their  ftrength 
is  very  conlidi  r.tbly  impriired.  Dr  Ko- 
binlon  of  Dublin  has  obicived,  (hat  the 
force  and  weight  oi  the  fyftem  wnght  to 
be  determined  by  the  largenefs  of  the 
heart,  and  its  piopoition  to  iht  fyftem; 
for  a  large  heari  will  give  large  blood 
velfels,  while,  at  the  fame  time,  the  vif- 
ccra  are  lets,  particularly  the  liver, 
which  laft  being  increafed  in  fize,  a 
greater  quantity  of  fluid  is  deieimiiitd 
into  the  cellular  texture,  and  Icfs  into 
the  fanguineous  fyftem.  Hence  we  Icc 
how  animal  food  gives  ftrength  by  fil¬ 
ling  the  fanguiferous  veflels.  What 
pains  we  now  beftow  o  i  cocks,  the  an- 
tients  did  on  the  athlcta^  by  proper 
nourifliment  bringing  them  to  a  great 
degree  of  ftrength  and  agility.  It  it 
find,  that  men  were  at  firft  fed  on  figs, 
a  proof  of  which  we  have  faid  formerly 
of  their  nutritious  quality :  however,  in 
this  lefped,  they  were  f‘>on  found  to 
fall  far  Ihort  of  animal  fiXKl;  and  thus 
we  fee  that  men,  in  fume  me  ifure,  will 
w’ork  in  proportion  to  the  quality  of 
their  foinl.  The  Fnglifli  labour  more 
than  the  Scots,  and  where-ever  men  are 
expoled  to  hard  labour  their  food  Ihouid 
be  animal.  Animal  food,  although  it 
gives  ftrength,  yet  load-i  the  body ;  and 
Hippociates  long  ago  obicrved,  that  the 
athletic  habit,  by  a  fmall  increafe,  was 
expofed  to  the  greateft  hazards.  Hence* 
it  is  only  pro;ier  for  bodily  labours,  and 
intirely  improper  for  mental  exirciies; 
for  whoevtr  would  keep  his  mind  acute 
and  penetrating,  will  exceed  rather  on 
the  fide  vf  vegetable  food.  Even  the 
body  is  opprefled  with  animal  food;  a 
full  meal  always  prrxluces  dulnefs,  lazi- 
nets,  and  yawning;  and  hence  the  feed¬ 
ing  of  gamefters,  whofe  minds  muft  be 
ready  to  take  advantage,  is  alw'ays  per¬ 
formed  by  avtading  a  large  quantity  of 
animal  food.  Faither,*  with  regard  to 
the  ftrength  of  the  body,  animal  food,  in 
the  firft  llage  of  life,  is  hardly  iiecelTary 
to  give  ftrength;  in  manboo<l,  when  we 
arc  expofed  to  aAive  Icienccs,  it  is  more 
allowable;  and  even  in  the  decline  of^ 
life,  fome  proportion  of  it  is  occeflary 
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to  Vtcp  the  body  in  vigour.  There  arc 
feme  dileafts,  which  co  ne  on  at  the  dc- 
eny  ot  hte,  it  ieaft  aggravated  by  it ;  a- 
mong  thclc  I  mean  the  goat.  This, 
vhen  it  is  in  the  fyftem,  and  does  not 
x;v/e.:r  with  inilimmation  in  the  extre¬ 
mities,  h'^s  perniciuUK  crildts  there,  at- 
tHc'vii'g  the  lungs,  ftoma  h,  head,  &c. 
NvAV,  to  determine  this  to  the  extremi* 
ties,  a  la.gc  propoi^iou  of  aiuui  ti  fiKid  it 
rtctTiary,  clpccially  as  the  pirlbii  is 
ccinuioidy  incaj>abic  ol  niuch  cxcrcife. 

Animal  food,  .iltho*  it  gives  ftrenglh, 
is  )vt  very  hazard*  us  to  the  fyllcm,  as 
it  produces  p!clhi»ra,  and  all  its  conte- 
qijcnccs.  As  a  ftimulus  to  the  (loinach, 
;ind  to  the  w'holc  I'yftem,  it  tx  ntes  levers, 
vn:es  ’be  circulation,  and  r>r  unotcs  per- 
fpiralion.  The  fylfem,  however,  by  the 
rei>rlitioH  of  thclc jiifft  is  foou  worn 
cu’;  and  a  man,  wh.o  lias  early  uied  tUe 
athletic  diet,  is  either  eaily  canied  off 
by  i  nfia. run  story  di^*  lies,  or,  if  he  lakes 
excrcife  rtifiicienl  to  render  that  diet  fi* 
lota.  V,  fuch  an  aecumnlation  is  made  of 
putrefeent  Uuids,  a>,  in  his  after  life, 
Iwys  the  foondrttioij  of  the  molt  invete- 
Fatc  chronic  diltenapers.  Therefore  it  is 
•o  Ih  ipieftioned,  whether  we  Ihviuld  de- 
fcre  lh1^  high  degree  of  b<idily  ftreug’h, 
m-ith  all  its  inconvenienct and  dangers. 
Plain  it  is,  that  thofe  who  arc  chiefly 
Employed  in  mental  re  earehes,  and  not 
^xpo'cd  to  tt>o  much  bodily  labour, 
fhould  avoid  an  cxcefs  i  f  animal  tbod* 
There  is  a  difeafe  which  foems  ti>  re* 
quiie  animal  f  kxI,  viz.  the  hyfteric  or 
kypochoadriae,  which,  tome,  feems  to 
be  very  much  a-kiu  to  the  gout,  afllcting 
fhe  alimcntal  canal.  All  people  afTeded 
with  tins  difealc  are  much  difpofed  to 
ai  eiccncy,  and  I  have  feen  it  go  fo  f^r, 
that  no  other  vegetable  but  bn  ad  could 
be  taken  in  it,  viithoiil  occailoning  the 
woril  conlequcnces.  Here,  then,  we  ar^ 
obliged  to  preferibe  an  animal  diet,  even 
to  thofe  (*f  very  weak  organs ;  for  it  gc- 
Rcrally  i  bviates  the  fyTnptoms.  How- 
evtt,  I  have  known  lev  era)  inltances  of 
fcurvy  in  cxeefs  produced  by  a  long  con¬ 
tinued  ufe  of  ihi^  diet,  which  it  is  al¬ 
ways  uhlucky  to  Ih*  obliged  to  preferibe; 
ami  when  it  is  abl'olulcly  neceflary  to 
prefevlbt,  it  ihould  l>e  joineii  wuh  as 
much  of  the  vegetable  as  poliible;  and 
wlitn  a  cure  is  perb  rmed,  we  fhould 
gradually  recUr  to  that  again.  If  this 
hjxuiious  age  could  be  perfnaded,  this 
dileafe  might  be  removed  with  much  lefs 
daogcr,  by  cxercife,  ffeih  air,  and  a- 
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voiding  warm  chambers^  venery,  in^ 
late  hours. 

Next,  let  us  confidcr  the  vegetable 
diet.  The  chief  inconveniency  of  this 
is  difficulty  of  alfimilation,  which,  how¬ 
ever,  in  the  vigorous  and  exercifed,  will' 
not  be  liable  to  occur  In  warm  cli- 
maies,  the  alfimilation  of  vegetable  ali- 
meut  is  inoie  eafy,  fo  that  there  may  be 
more  ufed,  and,  w  hen  joined  to  exercife, 
gives  a  p-etly  tolerable  degree  of  ftrength 
and  vigour;  and  though  the  general  rule 
be  in  favour  i>f  animal  diet  for  giving 
ftrength,  yet  there  are  many  inftanccs. 
of  Its  being  remarkably  produced  from 
vegetable.  Vegetable  diet  has  this  ad¬ 
vantage,  that  it  whets  the  appetite,  and 
that  we  can  hardly  futfer  irorn  a  full 
meal  of  it.  Belides  the  diforders  it  is 
liable  to  produce  in  ihe  primes  via,  and' 
iu  falling ihort  to  give  ftrength,  1  do  not 
know'  any  bad  coniequencr*  it 
duce  in  the  blood  veffels ,  for  there  is  no 
inftance  w  here  its  peculiar  acrimony  waa 
ever  carried  there,  and  it  isceitainly  lefii 
putriii.ible  than  animal  food  ;  nor  with¬ 
out  the  utmoft  indolence,  and  a  iharp 
appetite,  docs  it  give  generally  plethora, 
or  any  of  its  confequenccs ;  fo  that  wc 
cannot  here  but  conclude,  that  a  large 
proportion  of  vegetable  food  is  ufeful  for 
the  generality  of  mankind.  • 

There  is  no  error  in  this  country  morp 
daugerons,  or  more  common,  than  the' 
neglect  ofi>read;  fi»r  it  is  the  fafeft  of 
vegetable  aliment,  and  the  beft  cortcdoT 
of  animal  food  ;  and  by  a  large  propor¬ 
tion  of  this  alone,  1  have  obviated  its 
con’eqnrncps,  when  ufed  in  a  hypochon-  , 
driac  ftate.  The  French  apparently  have 
as  much  animal  food  on  their  tables  a| 
the  Britons,  and  yet,  by  a  greater  uie 
of  bread,  and  the  dried  acid  fruits,  its 
bad  tffeds  arc  prevented;  and  therefore 
bread  fhould  l>e  particularly  ufcd  by  the 
Englilli,  as  they  are  fo  voracious  of  anim^ 
food.  Vci^ctablc  food  is  not  only  neccl- 
fery  to  fecure  health,  but  long  life ;  and, 
as  we  have  faid,  in  infancy  and  youth 
we  fttould  be  confined  to  it  moftly ;  i? 
manhood,  and  decay  of  life,  ufe  animal  J 
and,  near  the  end,  vegetable  again. 

Of  Tranf planting  Hedgts* 

The  Rev.  Mr  Hall,  at  Swaith  near 
Bariifley  in  Vorkftiire,  has  a  me¬ 
thod  of  feircipg,  in  which  I  apprehend  be 
is  pcrfedtly  original,  as  I  have  never  ^ 
beard  of  any  perfba  that  it.*- 
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Me  tranfplants  white  thorn  hedges,  of  drip  on  the  reft,  and  deftroyor  damage 


any  gr  wth,  even  to  thirty  or  forty  years 
old.  In  winter,  he  grubs  up  the  old 
hedge,  after  cutting,  in  tlie  common 
nniiiieryand  without  giving  any  unufiial 
attention  to  the  manner  in  which  it  is 
<lone.  The  ftubs  are  not  at  all  tender, 
or  liable  to  tail  of  growing:  he  has 
known  them  lei't  out  of  the  ground  a 
week  without  my  damage;  and,  if  there 
is  a  little  water  at  the  lM)Uom  of  the 
ditch,  he  apprehends  they  would  lie  there 
fafriy  a  month;  but  the  belt  way  un¬ 
doubtedly,  in  fuch  cafes,  is  to  move  it 
fruin  one  hedge  to  the  other,  3*^  foon  as 
is  convenitnt.  The  bank  or  place  where 
the  new  hedge  is  to  be  made,  Ihould  be 
marked  out  with  a  line,  and  a  proper 
trench  cut  to  fet  the  ftubs  in :  they 
iliould  be  buried  rather  deef^cr  than  they 
w-re  in  the  earth  before.  Mr  Hail  has 
found,  that  not  one  ftub  in  an  luindred 
wiH  ni(K)ts  are 

fo  vigorous,  that  a  lie w  TirKMIlMii 

much  quicker  than  in  any  other  method. 

Experiment y  No.  I. 

I  viewed  a  very  long  hedge  of  tWs 
gentleman’s,  tranfplanted  fix  years  ago, 
ndieii  thirty  years  old.  In  five  years  it 
Iprouted  fourteen  feet  in  many  places, 
and  twelve  feet  on  an  average.  It  was 
then  cut  and  plaftied,  and  is  now  as 
thriving  and  fine  a  hedge  as  can  be  feeii. 
Another  hedge,  planted  m  the  coinm(»n 
manner,  fifteen  years  ago,  did  not  equal 
this  when  only  five  years  old. 

This  difeovevy  is  very  important; 
for  1  have  more  than  once  known  old 
hedges  grubbed  up  and  levelled,  and 
new  ones  planted  with  great  care  and  at¬ 
tention,  to  raife  a  fence  as^foon  as  pof- 
-iible;  by  which  conduct,  above  ten  years 
a  c  abi^utejy  loft  in  herght^  and  many 
rnore  iu  ftrength.  dn.the  griibbh;^^  up  of 
i/id  liedges,  planted  w  ith'yarious  forts  of 
\v*»od,  it  is  very  ufcfulto  know,  that  the’ 
v.hite- thorn  ftubs  may  be  preftrv^d  to 
plant  in  the  gap«  of  other  hedges.  The- 
v.’hole  proctfs  of  the  work  ^fo  is  fo  ex¬ 
tremely  plain  and  eafy,  that  none  can 
find  anydifticulty  in  executing  it. 

Let  me  here  likewife  obferve,  that  Mr 
Hall  is  remarkably  attcnjrfve  to  all  his 
hedges ;  he  keeps  them  clean  from 
weeds,  and  trims  the  hdtesontal  (hoots 
off  in  fuch  a  manner,  that  the  hedge  is 
left  wide  at  bottom,  and  Triarrowed^ra- 
.dually  to  the  top,  that  the  latter  may  not

it.  The  hedge  alfo,  by  this  means,  it 
rendered  ftronger,  and  no  land  is  loft  by 
the  fhade;  but  the  (hoots  that  grow  up 
in  the  center,  are  not  (hortened;  they 
rile  their  natural  height. 

Method  of  making  Mortar  tivhich  nuill 
be  impenetrable  to  rioijlure  ;  from 
Air  Doflie’s  fecond  volume  dt  Me¬ 
moirs  of  Agriculture,y^  puhlifjed, 

Take  of  unflackcd  lime,  and  of  fine 
fand,  in  the  proportion  of  one  gart 
of  the  lime  to  three  parts  of  the  land,  at 
much  as  a  labourer  can  well  manage  at 
once ;  and  then,  adding  water  gradually, 
mix  the  whole  well  together,  till  it  be 
reduced  to  the  confiftence  of  nriortar. 
Apply  it  immediately  while  it  is  yet  hot, 
to  the  piirpol'e  cither  of  mortar,  as  ce¬ 
ment  to  brick  or  ftone,  orof  plaifter,  for 
the  furface  t>f  any  building.  It  will  then 
f^>*’  fomf  <f3ys  in  drier  places, 
and  ilTTiT  iriT^  p  i  sdutlly  i  ( un  j  i  li  or  fet 
and  become  hard.  But  in  a  moift  place 
it  will  continue  foft  f(»r  three  weeks  or  , 
more ;  though  it  will  at  length  attain  a 
fii  m  confiftence,  even  if  water  have  fuch 
accefs  to  it  fo  as  to  keep  the  furface  wet 
the  whole  time.  After  this  it  will  ac¬ 
quire  a  ftone*  like  hardnefs,  and  refift  all 
moifture. 

The  perfetftion  of  this  mt)rtar  depends 
on  the  ingredients  bein^  thoroughly 
blended  together :  and  the  mixtures  be¬ 
ing  applied  immediately  after  to  the 
place  where  they  are  wanted.  In  order  to 
this,  about  five  labourers  (hould  be  em¬ 
ployed  for  mixing  the  mortar,  to  attend 
one  perfon  who  applies  it. 

This  method  of  making  mortar,  Mr 
D.  fays,  w’as  difeovered  by  a  gentleman 
of  Neufchattel,  the  back  part  of  whofe 
houfe  being  cut  out  of  a  rocky  hill,  the 
fpring  from  the  rock  greatly  annoyed  it, 
and  produced  a  continual  damp,  which 
^notliing  could  cure  till  hetried  the  mor- 
t'ar  above  deferibed,  which  efre<5tualfy 
anfwered  his  purpofi?,  and  which,  by 
tinae,  grow’s  fo  tenacious  and  firm,  that 
he  was  induced  to  believe  the  method  of 
cOmpofition  was  the  fame  with  that  pur-* 
fued  by  the  antients. 

We  arc  told  that  chalk  lime,  which' 
is  the  kind  moft  commonly  ufed  in  Lon-' 
don,  is  unfit  for  the  purpofe,on  account 
of  the  flints  it  contains,  which  render  it 
qccelJary  tp  be  (kreentd  before  it  can  be 
tempered  tvilh  the  water  and  (and.

Ik  Tides  an  attention  to  the  kind  ot 
Ji:nc  to  be  ulVd  in  making  thi^i  mortar, 
wliat  is  intended  for  it  IhouKl  he  care¬ 
fully  kept  from  the  accclh  of  air,  as  it 
Aviil  readily  attract  moiflnre,  and  lofe 
proporlionahly  that  power  o  ailing  on 
the  fand  to  produce  an  incorpoi ation. 
It  is  alfo  advifed  to  exclude  the  Tun  and 
wind  from  the  mortar  Tor  Tome  days  after 
it  is  applied,  that  its  drying  too  quickly 
may  not  prevent  the  due  continuance  of 
the  fnmeiitalion,  which  is  iiecelTo  y  to 
f’von.r  the  acfion  of  the  lime  on  the 
fa’ d.

TURKEY  AND  RUSSIA. 

Kxirafl  of  a  Utter  to  prince  Gal- 
litziKy  envoy  extraordinary  Jro"f 
the  c VI p refs  of  Rujjia  to  the  republic 
of  the  United  Provinces,  dated  IV ar- 
fa'us,  .dun;,  lo. 

HAVE  this  morning  received  a 
courier  fr«mi  count  Orlow,  dif- 
patched  from  Foczany,  where  tlie  con- 
grefs  fits,  v\ith  the  aj^ieeablc  news,  that 
the  d»flicullies,  at  the  opening  of  the 
conferences,  are  intirely  removed  •  on 
both  tides,  fo  that  the  minifters  plenipo¬ 
tentiaries  of  the  high  contrr.^ting  parties 
ha  ve  continued  their  conferences  ihc 
7th,  Sth,  and  iithof  thi^  month,  vvithout 
any  interruption.  Tlicy  ci'inm*.  niy  be 
gin  at  eight  o’clock  in  the  rn.n  ning,  and 
end  at  noon.  I'ht  Olion.an  plenipoten¬ 
tiaries  are  greatly  applauded,  .0  they  are 
neither  haughty  nor  i.bihuaie.  I'.ie 
duration  of  the  arrniftice  to  the  21ft  of 
September  (N.  S.)  lia^  been  fixed  by  atfts 
folemnly  tigued.  It  is  agreed,  that  the 
minifters  of  the  courts  of  Vienna  and 
Berlin  fliall  n‘>t  ^ftift  at  the  conferences, 
but  that  they  iha-lbe  pnndtua  ly  inform¬ 
ed  of  every  thing  that  pall'cs.  The 
points  that  arc  lo  he  the  bafi>  of  the  ne- 
g>>tiation,  and  of  the  peace,  have  been 
communicated  in  writing.  The  inini- 
fters  of  the  Porte  have  accepted  them, 
and  feem  to  approve  of  them.  We  lliall 
foon  fee  their  anfwers,  which  they  are 
likewife  to  give  in  writing.  Ry  all  this, 
it  feems  probal^c  that  peace  is  not  far 
off.”

We  have  juft 
received  advices  from  Poland,  dated 
Aug.  29.  which  inform  us,  that  the  di  ci- 
fion  »>f  the  aft'airs  of  Poland  is  fixed  foi* 
the  18th  of  this  month;  that  the  peace 
between  the  two  belligerent  powers  will 
be  figned  three  days  bcfwre ;  that,  at  the  i 
above  mentioned  time,  the  Ruflians  and 
the  Auftrians  will  take  p.  fleflion  thofe 
parts  of  Poland  which  fhali  be  afligned 
to  their  courts;  and  that  Orders  areal- 
ready  given  for  tliat  purpofe,  among 
others  to  gen.  de  Belling,  and  to  the  ba¬ 
ron  de  Saldern,  who  will  remain  at  War- 
faw  till  the  zeth  of  September,  5cc.” 

SWEDEN. 

Stockholm,  /dug.  15.  “  His  majefty 

was  much  irritated,  that  the  fenatcc«pcn- 
ed  and  read  a  letter  which  his  brother 
prince  Charles  fent  to  him  :  hi  majefty 
fliewed  his  utmoft  difpleafure  on  that  ac¬ 
count  in  the  afferribly,  and  this  circum- 
ftance  was  one  caufe  of  theiiappy  revo¬ 
lution  ;  for  he  left  the  room  foon  after, 
wcat  down  a. few  ileps,  returned  again. 
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locketl  the  door,  and  took  the  key  with 
hio),  fo  that  none  could  come  out.  Im¬ 
mediately  his  majelty  went,  with  the  let¬ 
ter  and  key  in  hi.>  hand,  to  the  cuin- 
inandin^  officer  of  the  guard,  whereupon 
the  revolt  began  :  foine  of  the  nobility 
dirediy  followed  his  niajelly:  The  king 
took  out  hia  handkerchief,  and  wound  it 
round  his  arm,  as  a  fignal  for  thole  that 
were  on  his  part  to  keep  on  that  lide. 
The  others  were  all  kept  under  an  ell 
till  they  fubinitted  to  his  majclly’s  or¬ 
ders.” 

isiockhulniy  Aug,  25.  “  The  fpeech 
that  the  king  caufed  to  be  read  in  the 
diet  on  the  21II  iriftmt,  when  the  new 
pi  in  of  g  wernment  was  propofcd,  which 
was  this  day  approved  and  confirmed, 
was  as  follows : 

“  Penetrated  w’ith  the  moll  profound 
gr’ef,  on  account  of  the  prelent  fituadon 
of  this  c«)untry,  and  the  neceffity  there 
is  tor  laying  before  you  truth  in  itsclear- 
ell  light,  at  the  moment  that  the  king- 
d('m  is  on  the  brink  of  a  precipice,  you 
cannot  be  furprifed,  that  I  do  not  this 
day  receive  you  with  thofe  emotions  of 
jov  which  have  animated  my  heart  every 
time  you  alTembled  before  the  throne. 
My  heart  cannot  re^oach  me  with  ha¬ 
ving  conc  ealed  any  thing  from  you.  1 
have  fp4)ken  to  you  twice  w'ith  all  the 
veracity  which  my  vtreation  required, 
with  all  the  fincerity  that  true  honour 
demands.  The  fame  fiircerity  ihall  this 
day  conllitute  the  bafis  of  my  fpeech,  in 
which  the  pall  mull  be  recalled  in  order 
fo  corredl  the  prelent. 

“  It  is  a  mclandioly  truth,  but  univer- 
fally  known,  that  hatred  and  dilcord 
rend  thi'i  kingdom.  Phe  nation  hath  a 
long  time  been  divided  into  two  parties, 
fliared  between  two  kindo  of  men,  united 
only  in  one  point,  namely  to  deftroy  the 
country. 

“  You  know  that  thefe  divifions  have 
given  birth  to  hatred,  that  hatred  hath 
prc’diiced  revenge,  revenge  perfecutions, 
periccutions  new  revolutions,  which  have 
degenerated  into  a  periodical  malady; 
and  this  has  attacked  and  undermined 
all  the  dificrent  bodies  of  the  Hate. 

“  The  kingdom  hath  experienced  thefe 
violent  Ihocks  folcly  through  the  ambi- 
thm  of  fome  individuals.  Rivers  of 
blood  have  been  fhed,  fometimes  by  the 
one,  fometimes  by  the  other  party ;  and 
the  people  have  always  been  the  viAims 
of  broils  which  no  way  concerned  them, 
knd  yet  they  were  always  the  firft  to  ftcl 


the  mod  fatal  confequeflees  refulting 
from  tlitin.  I'he  only  end  of  thofe  who 
were  at  the  helm  was  loell  iblilh  their 
own  power.  Every  thing  mull  futt’erfor 
that,  often  at  the  expence  of  their  v  thcr 
fellow-citizens,  and  alwas  s  at  that  of  the 
Hate. 

“  When  the  intention  of  the  law  was 
clear,  they  adhered  to  the  letter ;  when 
the  letter  w'is  oppolite  10  their  ftifilli 
views,  they  broke  the  whole  law.  No¬ 
thing  has  been  lacred  to  a  party  which 
animated  haired  and  revenge ;  at  length 
things  are  come  to  fuch  a  pals,  as  every 
perfon  hath  manifellly  feen,  that  it  luffi- 
ced  the  laid  party  to  furmouiit  the  laws 
by  a  maiority,  and  to  have  no  other  rule 
but  their  own  good  pleaiure. 

“  Liberty,  that  jewel  among  the  rights 
of  humanity,  is  degenerated  into  an  in- 
fupportable  arillociatical  defpotifm,  in 
the  hands  of  a  faifli  )n  which  luggefted 
the  expedients.  Nothing  has  been  done 
in  the  new  aflembly  of  the  kingdom; 
and,  tar  from  having  thought  about  the 
meanv  of  providing  for  the  affairs  of  the 
crown,  each  parly  eonfidered  nothing 
but  how  they  Ihould  fecure  a  majority  of 
votes  to  guard  agaiiill  the  illegal  enter- 
prizes  and  vi<)lence*of  their  opponents. 
A  fimilar  interior  fituation  of  the  king¬ 
dom  had  nothing  furpriling  in  it,  if%i'c 
conlider  that  without.  I  mud  forbear 
•fpeaking  of  it.  It  mud  needs  be  impof- 
fible  for  me,  who  am  born  a  Swedi ,  and 
am  king  of  Sweden,  to  believe  liiat  fo¬ 
reign  views  could  have  made  fuch  an  i.n- 
preffioii  on  the  minds  of  Swedilh  men, 
elpecially  when  they  make  ufc  of  the  ba- 
fed  means  to  effect  their  piirpofc.  They 
know  my  thoughts,  and  I  fpare  them  the 
pain  ot  judging  lo  what  a  degree  of  con¬ 
tempt  and  difgrace  their  diffenfions  have 
expofed  the  kingdom.  Such  is  the  con- 
jundurc  in  which  I  found  myfelf,  when", 
by  an  effedt  of  Providence,  I  received  the 
Swediffi  feeptre.  They  know'  that  I 
have  fpartd  no  pains  to  unite  them,  i 
have  exhorted  them,  both  from  the 
throne,  and  at  other  times,  to  agree  to¬ 
gether,  and  condudl  thcmfeivcs  confor¬ 
mably  to  the  laws.  I  facrificed  my  pri¬ 
vate  concerns,  and  w  hatfnever  might  be 
deared  to  me  in  quality  of  king.  No  en¬ 
gagements,  no  deps  were  painful  to  me, 
provided  1  could  but  attain  an  end  fo  fi- 
iutary  to  the  whole  country.  If  any 
there  arc  amongd  them  that  difavow 
this  truth,  let  then}  boldly  dand  upi  1 
^ivc  them  leave.

union  of  the  one  ar.c!  the  other,  which 
permits  a  king,  zealous  for  liis  country, 
to  deliberate  llierei^n  widi  the  liates, 
witlmut  regardii'.g  him  as  a  terror,* ot 
w hf-m  tlicy  arc  afraid;  and  finally,  tha? 
bet'.vecn  the  king  and  the  dates,  lber*3 
be  but  one  common  intered  for  the  g(XKl 
of  tb.c  kingdom.

“  brum  all  that  I  have,  now  faid, 
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will  eafily  underftand,  that  far  from  hav¬ 
ing  h.id  on  my  lule  the  leaft  pri  vale  viiw, 
all  hab  been  done  for  the  love  of  the 
country.  Belides,  as  I  v\as  obliged  to 
fet  forth  the  truth  in  its  full  light,  1  have

Stockholm^  Aug,  26.  “  The  revolu¬ 
tion  that  has  juft  happened  here  affords 
matter  of  admiration  to  all.  The  firft 
ftep  was  the  departure  of  the  princes 
fiom  ibis  city,  under  pretence  of  meet¬ 
ing  the  old  queen,  who  .was  expedted 
from  Stralfund  about  the  loth  inftant. 
On  the  1 2th  a  captain  in  one  of  the 
princes  regiments,  quartered  in  and  a- 
bout  Chnftianftadt,  took  poffeffion  of 
that  place,  and  iflued  a  manifefto,  de¬ 
claring  that  he  and  fome  of  his  friends 
had  joined,  in  order  to  relieve,  their 
country,  from  its  prefent  diftref- 
fed  litiiation,  which  could  not  be  done 
till  their  gracious  fovereign  got  more 
powder,  &c.  A  great  officer  hearing  the 
uproar,  fet  off  with  all  hade  for  Stock¬ 
holm,  and  gave  the  alarm.  The  fenate 
immediately  ordered  a  general  officer  to 
poft  dowm,  and  endeavour  to  feizc  the 
rcvolters,  whom  they  looked  upon  as 
crazy,  and  the  king  feigned  furprifej;  but 
upon  the  order  for  fending  down  the  a- 
bove  officer  being  prefented  to  him,  he 
refufed  to  lign  it ;  however,  they  thought 
proper  to  put  his  majefty’s .name  and 
ical  to  it. 

“  In  the  night  of  the  i8th  an  exprefs 
arrived  from  prince  Charles,  and  in  the 
morning  early  his  majefty  called  a  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  fenators,  when  he  began  to  be

a  little  warm  with  the  minifter  for  dif- 
patching  the  orders  without  his  confent, 
who,  in  place  of  aniw’cring,  infilled  that 
the  fenate  fliould  fee  prince  Charleses 
letter.  This  his  majefty  refufed  ;  upon 
which  the  minifter  faul,  that  it  was  full 
time  for  them  to  fecure  the  king's  per* 
fon,  and  off  red  to  take  his  majefty’s 
fwoid.  On  this  his  majefty  immediate¬ 
ly  drew  his  fw'ord,  and  called  to  his  lite- 
guard'  fri>m  a  window’,  and  in  an  inftant 
they  were  in  the  hall,  and,  ft  his  mqjcfty’s 
delire,  fecured  all  the  fenators. 

“  The  king  direiftly  fent  orders  to  hia 
brother  prince  Charles,  to  take  the  enn^ 
mand  of  nil  the  tioops  in  Se  mia,  and 
that  part  of  the  kingdom.  The. military 
and  every  b*idy  here  have  fwnrn  alle¬ 
giance  to  the  king.  Thus  in  the  courfe 
of  a  few  days  happened  a  vtry  unex¬ 
pected  and  great  revolution.  Onr  king, 
fiom  only  having  the  name,  is  bcc*'me 
almoft  abfoliite.  Since  he  came  to  the 
throne  he  has  been  fadly  ufed  bv  a  felf- 
iiitereftcd  fet,  who  confulted  nothing  fiir 
the  good  of  their  country,  and  who  had, 
as  it  were,  made  it  a  rule  that  whatever 
the  king  propofrd,  right  or  wrong,  they 
ftiould  oppofe.  This  they  did  in  lb  many 
inftances,  that  many  of  their  ow  n  party 
began  to  bate  them,  and  now  rejoice  at 
what  has  happened. 

“  It  is  expeClcd  every  thing  w’ill  foon 
be  in  order,  and  the  kingdom  has  great 
expectations  from  the  government  of  fo 
good  a  king.” 

Stockholm^  Aug,  28.  “  The  follow^ 
ing  paragraph  of  a  letter  from  the  king 
of  P.  to  our  king,  wms  handed  about 
here  privately  as  authentic:  “  My  dear 
G.  if ;ou  ftiall  have  any  o'.cafion  fora 
few  troops  in  carrying  into  execution  the 
approaching  bnfinefs,  difpatch  a  meffen- 
ger  to****,  at  Dantzick,  with  whom  I 
have  left  orders  to  forward  advices  to 
me,  whether  I  ftiall  be  at  Potzdam,  Ma- 
rienw'Crder,  or  in  Pomerania.”  This 
letter  is  faid  to  be  dated  three  weeks 
prior  to  the  late  revoluMon.” 

Stockholm^  Aug,  28.  “  Laft  Wed- 
nefday  all  the  four  orders  aflrn\bled  in 
Plcno  at  the  ufual  placss,  for  the  firft 
time  fince  the  rev^)lution.  The  marftial 
of  the  diet  opened  the  Plenum  of  the  nb-r 
bility  with  a  long  pareg>ric  upon  the 
king,  and  congratulated  the  houfe  of 
nobles  on  tranquillity’s  being  reftored. 
After  which  the  new  form  of  govern¬ 
ment  was  read  there  as  well  as  in  all 
other  orders. 
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“  The  propofitions  which  his  majcfty 
made  to  the  iVitcs  jcTurday  in  the  hail 
of  che  hates,  were  aiio  read,  and  arc  as 
follow . 

“  Whereas  the  affairs  of  povernment 
‘are  l» »  Divine  Providence  brought  inti> 
Ineii  a  lit  nation,  as  to  admit  of  the  fptedy 
conelnlion  ofthediet;  but,  nweittielef'', 
as  the  hates  neitlicr  will  nor  can  feparaie 
before  they  have  given  that  ahillaitCe  to 
the  king  and  kingdom  wh'ch  the  govern* 
ntenl  letjuire^  in  every  branch  i  f  it,  his 
inajehy  has  found  it  necehary  to  lay  the 
fi  llowing  points  before  the  hates  for 
their  delibeiatiims : 

1.  “  That  the  iifnal  con*ributions 
maybe  agreed  to  and  refolded  by  the 
Hates. 

2.  “  That,  according  to  anticid  cid'- 
tom  ami  ttie  laws  of  the  kingdom,  an 
cxtiaordmary  fnpply  may  be  fiirnitiied 
.fi>r  the  expences  of  ihc  late  king’s  fu¬ 
neral,  nid  for  thecoionation. 

3.  ‘‘  As  his  m.tj  hy  cannot  know

.tioned,  together  with  the  xUiiinary  r».ve- 
.micsi^f  the  ha'e.  Will  be  lufficient  to

-vites  the  hates,  accoruing  to  the  47th 
iVi^tion  i*f  the  form  of  giivernmeiit,  to 
clmfe  certain  p.  r  oils  of  the  thrte  liiders 
who  direi^l  the  all  iirs  of  tin.  Uank,  w  ith 
whom  1.1 '  majehy  may  deliberate  upon 
the  means  to  be  i.fed  in  certain  cafes, 
and  in  wliicli  tome  Icci  tcy  isncceffary.

“  It  wasalfo  propofed  in  the  houfe  of 
nobles,  and  agreed  lo  by  the  other  orders, 
that  all  the  b.ur  orders  ihould  wait  on 
his  majehy  with  a  deputation  of  one 
hundred  and  tw'enty  pei  foiis,  to  return 
thanks  for  his  majehy  -  pa'eruaj  care,  by 
which  the  nation  ha?  been  iXdlored  toils 
true  d'oei  y,  and  to  delire  that  a  medal 
be  hruck  in  commemoration  of  this  hap¬ 
py  eveui.

This  rigorous  order 
will  be  of  more  prejudice  to  the  Englifh 
than  toother  nations,  bccaufe  it  is  from 
Tetuan  that  they  get  the  greateft  part  of 
their  provifion^  f  'T  Gibraltar.  We  know 
not  how  to  account  for  this  order  of  the 
emperor,  but  we  imagine  it  is  in  confe- 
quence  of  an  infult  committed  Lift  year 
on  the  perfon  of  the  Englilh  conful, 
whom  that  prince  put  under  an  arreft  iu 
his  own  houfe,  and  who  was  obliged  to 
difguife  hitnielf  in  the  habit  of  a  iailor.
